I further agree that the Consent Order shall impose the following conditions: 


That Respondent shall comply with each and every penalty imposed by this Order 
pursuant to N.Y. Pub. Health Law § 230-a. 


Respondent shall comply fully with the November 4, 2013 Consent Order of the North 
Carolina Medical Board and any extension or modification thereof. Respondent shall 
provide a written authorization for the North Carolina Medical Board to provide the Director 
of OPMC with any/all Information or documentation as requested by OPMC to enable 
OPMC to determine whether Respondent Is In compliance with the North Carolina Order. 
Respondent shall submit semi-annually a signed Compliance Declaration to the Director of 
OPMC, which truthfully attests whether Respondent has been in compliance with the North 
Carolina Order during Ihe declaration period specified: and 
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Respondent, by making this application, asserts that Respondent does not currently 
practice medicine in New York State or In any setting or Jurisdiction where that practice is 
predicated upon Respondent's New York State medical license ("New York Practice"). As a 
Condition of this Order, should Respondent In the future determine to commence New York 
Practice, Respondent shall, prior to commencing such practice, provide ninety (90) days 
advance notice in writing to the Director of OPMC. Respondent may not commence such 
practice until after Respondent receives the Director’s written acknowledgment that this 
Condition has been satisfied, and shall be subject to any further Conditions the Director 
may impose upon Respondent's New York Practice based on matters underlying this 
Consent Agreement and/or any circumstances or Information known to the Director at the 
time of Respondent's proposed commencement of New York Practice. Respondent, by 
making this Application, stipulates that the Director shall be authorized In his sole discretion 
to Impose whatever further Conditions the Director deems appropriate, and Respondent 
further stipulates that Respondent's failure to comply with such Conditions shall constitute 
misconduct as defined by N.Y. Educ. Law § 6530(29). 

Thai Respondent shall remain in continuous compliance with all requirements of 
N.Y. Educ Law § 6502 including but not limited to the requirements that a licensee 
shall register and continue to be registered with the New York State Education 
Department (except during periods of actual suspension) and that a licensee shall 
pay all registration fees. Respondent shall not exercise the option provided In N.Y.

Licensee shall submit changes to his or her 
physician profile Information either electronically using the department’s secure web 
site or on forms prescribed by the department, and licensee shall attest to (he 
truthfulness, completeness and correctness of any changes licensee submits to the 
department. This condition shall take effect 30 days after the Order's effective date 
and shall continue bo long as Respondent remains a licensee in New York State. 
Respondent’s failure to comply with this condition, If proven and found at a hearing 
pursuant to N.Y. Pub. Health Law § 230, shall constitute professional misconduct as 
defined In N.Y. Educ. Law § 6530(21) and N.Y. Educ. Law § 6530(29). Potential 
penalties for failure to comply with this condition may Include all penalties for 
professional misconduct set forth In N.Y. Pub. Health Law §230-a, Including but not 
limited to: revocation or suspension of license, Censure and Reprimand, probation, 
public service and/or fines of up to $10,000 per specification of misconduct found;

Respondent shall notify OPMC, in writing, within 30 days of any additions to or 
changes In the required Information. This condition shall take effect 30 days after 
the Order's effective date and shall continue at all times until Respondent receives 
written notification from the Office of Professional Medical Conduct, Physician 
Monitoring Program, that OPMC has determined that Respondent has fully complied 
with and satisfied the requirements of the Order, regardless of tolling; and 

That Respondent shall cooperate fully with the Office of Professional Medical 
Conduct (OPMC) in Its administration and enforcement of this Consent Order and in 
Its investigations of matters concerning Respondent, Respondent shall respond In a 
timely manner to all OPMC requests for written periodic verification of Respondent’s 
compliance with this Consent Order. Respondent shall meet with a person 
designated by the Director of OPMC, as directed. Respondent shall respond 
promptly and provide alf documents and information within Respondent’s control, as 
directed. This condition shall take effect upon the Board’s Issuance of the Consent 
Order and will continue so long as Respondent remains licensed In New York Stale. 
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I stipulate that my failure to comply with any conditions of this Consent Order shall 
constitute misconduct as defined by N.Y. Educ. Law § 6530(29). 

I agree that, if I am charged with professional misconduct in future, this Consent Agreement 
and Order shall be admitted into evidence In that proceeding.

I understand that if the Board does rot adopt this Consent Agreement, none of its terms 
shall bind me or constitute an admission of any of the acts of alleged misconduct; this Consent 
Agreement shall not be used against me In any way and shall be kept in strict confidence; and the

York State on or about May 22, 2001, by the issuance of license number 221151 by Ihe New York 
State Education Department.

FACTUAL ALLEGATIONS 

A. On or about October 17,2013, Respondent agreed to enter into a disciplinary Consent 
Order with the North Carolina Medical Board. The Consent Order resulted from Respondent's 
unprofessional conduct during the treatment of five patients that Included, inter alia, falling to 
document a detailed substance abuse history from his patients, falling to perform urine drug 
studies or query the North Carolina Controlled Substance Reporting System to guard against 
doctor-shopping, prescribing the maximum dose of Suboxone to patients who just started 
Suboxone therapy, and failing to document alternative therapies for patients’ opioid addictions. 
On or about November 4, 2013, the North Carolina Medical Board approved the Consent 
Order and ordered disciplinary action against Respondent including, Inter alia, a reprimand, a 
review of six patients' medical records, who were treated wtth Suboxone therapy, to occur six 
months after the Consent Order, and a requirement that Respondent complete category I 
Continuing Medical Education courses In Medical Record Keeping and Controlled Substance 
Prescribing within six months of the Consent Order. 

B. The conduct resulting in the North Carolina disciplinary action against Respondent would 
constitute misconduct under the laws of New York State, pursuant to the following sections of 
New York State law: 

1. New York Education Law §6530(3) (practicing the profession with negligence on more 
than one occasion); and/or 

2. New York Education Law §6530(5) (practicing the profession with Incompetence on 
more than one occasion); and/or 

3. New York Education Law §6530(32) (failing to maintain a record for each patient), 
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SPECIFICATION OF CHARGES 

Respondent is charged with committing professional misconduct as defined in N.Y. Educ. 
Law § S530(9)(d) by having his or her license to praclice medicine revoked, suspended or having 
other disciplinary action taken, or having his or her application for a license refused, revoked or 
suspended or having voluntarily or otherwise surrendered his or her license after a disciplinary 
action was Instituted by a duly authorized professional disciplinary agency of another state, where 
the conduct'resultlng in Ihe revocation, suspension or other disciplinary action involving the 
license or refusal, revocation or suspension of an application for a license or the surrender of the 
license would, if committed in New York state, constitute professional misconduct under the laws 
of New York state {namely N.Y. Educ. Law §§ 653013], 6530[5] and/or 6530[32]) as alleged in Ihe 
facts of the following:
